fare'for five years, unmarried 
mothers are nine times more 
likely to be in that group than 
are married mothers: 

* A recent study of U.S. wel- 
fare patterns by the Public 
Agenda Foundation found that 
64 percent of welfare recipi“ 
ents polled agreed with the 
statement that “Welfare 
encourages teenagers to have 
children out of wedlock.” Addi- 
tionally, sixty-two percent of 
those same welfare recipietits 
agreed that “the system unger- 
mines the work ethic and 
encourages people to be'lazy.” 

* In 1960, unwed U.S. 
teenage girls had 91,700 
babies. The corresponding 
number in 1992 was 365,000 - 
a 298 percent jump in out-of- 
wedlock births to *U.S.

What can we conclude? 

So, what can we learn from 
this data?

On the con- 
trary, our nation’s thirty-year 
effort to end poverty has been 
nothing less than heroic, and 
the taxpayers who have con- 
tributed trillions of their hard- 
earned dollars to this effort are 
due praise, not scorn.
